American surveillance efforts 
will be ‘coordinated with the 
British.

The' Administration's dilem- 
ma was reflected in the careful! 
wording of yesterday's atate-i 
ment. W.ashington fears that,! 
*hould the -exile attacks cnn-i 
tinue, the Soviet Unlpn\ and 
Cuba would be provoked to re- 
'tallate. either against American 
shipping In the Caribbean or 
flgaln.st the American recon- 
nais.sance planes that now flyj 
over Cuba daily with impunity.' 

But because it has encmir-i 
*ged Ciihans to work for the] 
overthrow of Premier Fidel 
e.rstro, the Administration ha.s 
ho.'^itated to h.irass or take 
,*anrtlons against the anti-Cas- 
tro fighters. , 

However, the refugee raiders 
have been exceptionally v rf?- 
.smirceful in carrying through 
flttack.s that have damaged .So- 
viet merchant- ships in Cuban 
ports' ' 

Becau.se of thi.s President 
Kennedy and his advisers hav« 
therefore decided to do every- 
thing po.ssible to discourage atid 
prrvrnC continuation of the ref- 
ugees’ raids. 

The TTnited States wHl not, 
however, lake re.sponsiblHty 
for events in Cuba or her terri- 
torial waters. •
